The Last Attempted Assassination. 

Tho eailois toll us of "a owoet 
little cherub that sits up aloft" charged 
with tho solo duty of guarding over 
and protecting " poor Jack ;" and tho 
numerous unpuccossful attempts that 
havo beon made of lato years upon 
the lives of great personages in Europe 
almost induce ono to LHiovo that tho 
highest walks of lifo ns well as tho 
humblest havo thoir guardian angels, 
Bismarck, last summer, narrowly es- 
caped destruction at tho hands of a 
German youth who had grown fanat. 
leal upi n the subjoot of republicanism; 
but notwithstanding tho pistol was 
dirocted point blank at tho Prussian 
Promior, within a few foot of his head, 
tho assassin missed his aim and was 
seized by bis intonded victim and 
handed ovor to tho police. It is not 
above a dozon yours ago that Louis 
Napoloon, while driving to tho Oporaj 
ono evening, had tho carriage in which 
ho was seated blown to pieces, thirty 
of bis body-guard and his horses killed, 
by hand grenades, thrown by Ornini, 
and yot tho Emperor escaped without 
a scratch. A low years after Queen 
Victoria caino to tho throno, a 
maniac's baud that held u deadly 
■weapon was struck up and hor lifo 
proscrved to u grateful nation. 
Within a twelvemonth two attempts 
havo boon mado on tho lifo of tho JRus" 
siao Czar. Tho first was at St, 
Petersburg; but tho aim of tho aasas* 
sin was destroyed by a .Russian peas- 
ant who stood near and soizod tho 
regicide's aim as ho fired. The poas 
ant was ennobled ; — tho assassin was 
hunged. The lato attempt in Paris, 
as near as wo can gather from tho 
despatches, appears to havo bscn with- 
out any political significance what- 
ever. Tho man says ho came from 
Bolgiam, and that ho has no accoin-. 
plioos. Ho was ovidontly a notoriety^ 
hunter. Thero aro some nion so 
thoroughly eager for notoriety that 
they would commit any devilish act 
within tho power of tho mind of man 
to concoivo, and would walk to tho 
scaffold rejoicing wcro thoy but cor- 
tain that thoir names would fill a 
page, howovcr infamous, in thoir 
coantry'o history. Such nu n would 
flhuddor to shed tho blood of a porson 
as humble as themselves, but would 
consider it a meritoiious act to assas- 
einato a King. Booth, (who by the 
way was tho only successful first- 
class assassin of tho present genera- 
tion) when ho fired tho fatal bullet at 
good Mr Lincoln, thought ho was 
doing a moritorioii3 act; and his 
diary (lately published) taken in con 
noction with tlio tenor of bis conver- 
sation with friends immediately be- 
fore and after the homicide, show that 
ho was anxious to cmulato tho ex- 
ample of tho "youth who fi:cd tho 
JJthesian dome." But what goid ond 
■was subserved by either? Tho last 
attempt on tho Czar was mado — un- 
fortunately for tho credit of tho city — 
in the Btrects of Paris, to which ho 
had been invited by Napoleon, li 
tho deed was attempted by a Polo, it 
was tad enough. It by a Belgian or 
other foreigner, it was infamous; ii 
by a Frenchman (whoso guost virtu- 
ally tho Czar wasj tho vioigbt of in- 
famy is a thousand times greater than 
if it rested ou either foreigner or 
Polo; >

Iho 
learned judye proceeds to sum up (as it is 
termed; 10 iho jury, and which tho leading 
counsel, in particular, i8 attentively to ob- 
serve, ua it may be necessary, while the 
Judge proceeds, or at lca.il, at the conclusion 
of his iummiiKj up, io call his atteniiun to 
any material omitsion or misstatement oj 
jacts, or taw, that mi^hl mitileud i lie jury and 
prejudicu the client, and so m to i.li.ird the 
judge an opportunity of correcting I'i.j rc>- 
nsailm be/ore ihe jury have been directed to 
tensidcr their verdict. The jurorfl, counsel uod 
attornies on each side uru equally bound Io 
obscrvo thoaummiug up; and it eiiliur per- 
ceive nny doleet ho should immediately com- 
iDunicuio iho surne to the LuauVr ; for ail ob- 
jections Bhould be mad.! ihrough him."

Aa a go ernl rule, objections to the euinraitig 
up should bo taken io iho first instance- and 
immediately the objection occurs, or at all 
events belore tho judge has closed his obser- 
vation* "'"J MFOBB TUB J VOX UAVK ItBTIIIBD.

The Duties of Jurors. 

Editor Ukitisii Colonist :— Trio interest 
excited during the last week by the trial of 
tho case of Pi dwell t-j. Hudson Bay 
Company, nnd Iho disagreemenia of the 
jury, must lead thinking micds into the iu> 
quiry ns to tho causes that havo pro- 
duced such an effect. Trial by jury has heon 
the boast ol Englishmen for nges, and it is 
io be hoped that tho day ia lur distant when 
it will bo thought nccossary to abolish; tho 
institution. Nevertheless, it must bo ad- 
mitted that "justice" is olten defeated 
through Iho very means devised for itj pro- 
tection ; sometimes from conscientious con- 
siderations, but oflenlimos from personal 
considerations or pecuniary benefit. 

Tho qualifications of jurymen and tho 
duties they aro called npon to discharge, are 
trequently misunderstood, and perhaps by 
nono moro than by those who, having received 
no preparatory traiuioj through petty or 
common juries, have yot been placed ou "br 
Grand Jury list, from which special jurk-s 
are mostly taken, under the supposition thai 
they possess more intelligence anil honor. '1 hu 
qua ideation for Grand Juries dillois matei'U 
ally from taoso of Common Juries, but es- 
pecially in this : Gra-id Juries dispuro 'ha 
right of any power to prosecute a fellow, 
being without a just cause bjing first made 
io appear to them. They assume the right 
to control both Crown and Court, and there- 
fore "find" or ignore each bills of indict, 
ment as shall seem ri-rht to them. Bui 
common juries have a different duty to per- 
form; they are called upon by thoir oath to 
decide in the case brought boforo them 
according to evidence presented by piafntifl 
and defendant. They are Dot the judges of 'he 
law, but of tho fact ; Iho luw i3 given by Ibe 
judge, whose peculiar duly it ia to deQuo nud 
lay it before ihejury. Tne jury draw their 
conclusions, from tho lealimony given ; if it 
all corJlicting thoy ostimate the credibility 
of the parlies tcuduriug it. For a petty juror 
to question iho low or the application of tho 
law to iho fact, is stepping far beyond his 
prerogative. For jurors to take iho bearing 
of the law in the case from tho coloring the 
feed Counsel of eiih»r aido may givo, w'uld 
he to dispense with tbo ollioo of judge 
altogether. Tho points ol law noticed by 
Counsel, or exceptions taken, are not to inter- 
fero with the action ol tho jury ; they pimply 
Bod on tho facts ; tlio points of law ur e 
generally discussed in Ueainber3 on gonio 
future occaoiou before final action is taken in 
the caso. 

Special juror3 are petty or common jarors, 
but being selected from tho Grand Jury list, 
many of them never had Iho preparatory 
training for common jurors, and urs ill 
qualified to servo as such,. lor thoy i u many 
instances assume what they have thought to 
bo the right of grand jurors ; and by y U doing 
ulio .v that they aro not competent to decide 
any eas.; where life or properly is at glakp, 
Ttiis must be evident to nil intelligent men 
who have attended our courts of law, or who 
have lead the reports of them. 

I have said that tho duty of n common 
juror ia to give his verdict according to the 
testimony. For this to the world they aio 
held responsible; the judge for iho law and 
iia application lo iho ease at issue. 1 > u t 
when jurors assume the right— notwiihatand, 
ing tho clear ami unbiased testimony of dis< 
ioterested, intelligent and scientific wiioesses 
and the luoid interpretation of law n s applied 
to the case — to sot up their opinions v r du- 
sires against both low and fact, wo aro led to 
seek a solution which must bring us t con- 
clusions not creditable to such opinions.

The Uaylieu Revolutiou-— Particulars 
of Geflranl's Mights 

[From the Juiujlca Olonanr.J 
For some weeks past President GferTrard, 
haviog rocoived Beeret information thai a 
revolution was being h&iehed nt Port-au- 
Prince, took isucli steps aa weio neeessu-y 
(or the preservation ol order and prevention 
of bloodshed, but on the night of the 22d of 
March, io sj»ilo of every precaution, the ins 
r-uirooiion broke out with form id ible fury. 
Tho President's place was attacked with 
cannon and grape shot, und the lurnily were 
eompdled to lake refuge in a h d room. 
The President, with bis Private Secretary, 
nod (Jen Coquierre, culled out tlio Tnilleur 
and Doily Guuid, and at their head attacked 
the insurgents. Alter a snort engagement, 
iu winch the President displayed the utmost 
cour.ige and oulraness, liiraajlf fighting 
bravely hand lo hand with the rebels, they 
wore repulsed, und took lo lli^ht into the 
country. Twice did tLo revolutioolats nttaok 
the palace, nud on each occasion they were 
repulsed with great ulnu liter. Tbo next 
day, iho 23d, tho utmost excitement prevail- 
ed, it being found that tbo rebels bad oip- 
lutod and hold u furl in tho oily culled Fort 
La Muria. Once more wore the Body Guard 
and Tirllkmra called out, mid oece moro 
weio they led by President G. Heard. The 
fort waa attackod, nnd niter a sharp strucglu 
the natiobuj truopa recaptured it killing 13 
rebels, nmong whom were Prospore Elie and 



tbo public voice, dismissed hia ministry aud 
formed a new govemrnen'. The cabinet 
being formed, tho Pre&ident cnllod upon 
thorn to prepare and submit for his approval 
snob acis fcr tho reform of any public abuses 
aa might at that time have been existing, 
and 'or suggestions of reform in general. 
The Legislative Chambers were convened for 
tbo 1st of April, by order of Iho Piosidont, 
and it wasotBoially intimated that as soon as 
those hodies commenced 'heir sidings, nnd 
tho stnto of tho country would admit it, tho 
Piosidont would lay his abdication before 
them. A general amnesty was proclaimed 
lo nil taking part in tho inaurnctionary 
movement ; hot its leaders; De liorme, Sal? 
navo nnd Salomon wcro not included. By 
tb's time the Ministry submitted their pro- 
gramme oT reform which was accrtptsd by 
ilio President, tho intention ol abdication 
boins: ngain repeated. On Ihe 9th of March, 
however, the Government received informa- 
tion of another formidable lising iu St, Maro, 
headed by Victorin Chevalier, a man whose 
lifo was spared by the President on a former 
occasion, lor ussietinp in getting up a revolu- 
tion which wa-i at iho timo found out und 
subdued. Aiding him wero NisaKe Suget, 
General of a division of the national army, 
and Turenno Guorrier, another General in 
the ecrvico of tho State. The Ministers of 
Ihe State wero immediately summoned, uud 
informed by the President ihat he would no 
longer adhere io hiu original intention ol 
waiting lor the meeting ol the Legislature 
to resijiti (ho Government, but would do so 
without delay, lie was advised tn iho cons 
irary, but refused, asserting U>ut as the na* 
liotial will seemed to be against him, ho did 
not feel justified in retaining thn powers on- 
trusted to him by the people. On tbo morn- 
ing ol tho 13th, the formal act of aldieu- 
tit.n was drown up and Binned in tho prc- 
sonco of the Ministers, uud ut 4 o'clock in 
iho evening, Hie President, accompanied by 
Madame Geflrard, Adjutant General Boyct 
Coquierre, wife and child; Gen. St. Morey, 
commanding 'he Tinlleuri; Col. St. Armond, 
Private Secretary to the President; Major 
Duprey, wife and ohild ; S'neae Laruque, 
Ooosul nt thb port ; M* Cesnot, wife und 
three children, M." A. Winter, wife and child; 
Miss Terry and six servants, eruborktd on 
board H. I. M. steamer D'Estsng, wi ioh 
was at Port-nui Prince The Presidont being 
oecorted by a body of cavalry. 

Shortly before thu Preaidenl left, a depm 
tatiou prec eded iu the Haytien war steamer 
Alexandre Pelion for St. Mare, to consult 
with the heads of thn revolutionists as tj 
their determination regarding tbo Govern - 
ment of the island. Iu tlio meantime, the 
Ministers reFolved themselves into a Pro- 
visional Government, having first called a 
Consultative Commission, composed of J. 
Paul, President, associated with H. Ger- 
maine and others, 

Tho following pioc'amation waa issuod by 
tho Provisional Government: 

'/u the People and the Army.— Hattiens, — 
Grnvo events hove just been consummated. 

General P. Geflrard bus left the Presidency 
End 'ho country ; ho has placed his resigna- 
tion in the bauds of tho S nuto. 

Tho Council of tho Secretaries of Slate 
hold iho ruins of Government as provided by 
tho llyih article of the Constitution until Ihe 
Chief that ought lo preside over tho destiny 
ol tho country should be constitutionally 
elected. Tho country h a suffered for many 
long years incessant evils, which have left as 
their result the ruin ol our cities, of our 
treasury, und of (Mir families. 

L'-t u.s woik, then, llaytiens, lo build up 
the ediOco destroyed by baneful passions en- 
gendorcd by pride, ambition and cupidity. 

It is only by n lusion cf hearts, harmony 
of power and a firm will siecero and serious, 
that wj i;nn get rid of the corruption of which 
our society is u prey. Yes I il ia with these 
elements ihnl we will progress, and that our 
country will onjiy that welfare nud happi- 
ness to uhich all free people aspiro. 

He calm, and lei us hope from Providence 
aod our ellorts tho ond of cur misfortune. 
Lei us avoid every conflict and public tioublo, 
and ho animated only by the welfnre of the 
country. Lot us havo laitb in the future and 
iu tho institutions which govern us. 
" L ing live Liberty ! 
Long live Equably ! 
Long live the Repnblio ! 
Long live the Constitution I"

Domestic Jaus — The police aro frequently 
called upon by distressed loiuules whose 
husbamls h»va either turned them out ol 
doors, or beaten aud kickut] them to tin ex- 
tent that renders an nppea! to the authorities 
necessary for their safety. On Saturday 
night a " man" whose name is in our pos- 
session turned his wilo— a Faithful, hardwork- 
ing little body— oat of the house, locked the 
door and went oil down to.wi to e'joy him- 
self, leaving his two children— tho eldest only 
two years old— alone in tho house. The 
wile remained ahotit tho plaoo for many 
hours, and at last, excited by the cries ol her 
children lor food procured an axe and knocked 
in the door. Tho husband did not return 
until morning. He was drunk, and tho 
treatment to which ho subjectid the poor 
wife for during to enter tho house to feed his 
children, may bo imagined. There a e in- 
stances, however, where the " (;ruy mare is 
the bettor horse." Tho other evening, in 
pngsiug tho house of a well known citizen, 
we were attracted by shouts and screams, and 
presently the should-be "boss of the ehanty" 
came flying out ot the kitchen door toward 
tho street, pursued by hie infuriato wife. 
The woman was armed with a pitcher con- 
taining milk, which sho hurled at tho head 
of her retreating '' liego lord and master." 
The pitcher fell shcrt and wits dashed to 
pieces on tho walk and the lacteal fluid 
spilled. Tho talo the poor man unfolded 
was really woeful. He said hia wife had 
been drunk lor a week, during which timo 
ho had only ventured home once before 
when he was set upon by his spoiise and two 
femalo companions, w ho were drinking brandy 
and water, and driven with blown and curseu 
from the house. His poor children, deprived 
of tho care ol either father or mother are 
running wild through the streets like young 
savages, growing up in ignorance ol any- 
thing save vico, and the furniture is being 
carried off by piecemeal to ejchan;:o 
for liquid firo. If you ask one of these 
iil-ma^d pairs why they do not separate or 
complain to Mr I'emberton, tho answer in- 
variably is — " for tho children's sake ! ' But 
they arc in reality by jho force of example, 
doing the children a great deal mora harm by 
remaining together than '.hoy could possibly 
inflict upen them by separating at ouco. 

Tun Guousk Chkek Trespassers— Much 
feeling has been ctcatud at Cariboo by tho 
arrest and imprisonment of four (numbers of 
the Canadian Company who had trespassed 
upon the Grouse Creek Flume Co.'s ground, 
from wtveh they were lately ejected. It ap- 
pears that on tho 1st inet. A. Mellowday, 
foreman, S. Walker, Robert Uanioron a:.d 
John Sanderson, members of tho Canadian 
Company, were brought up before the Gold 
Commissioner on the ohargo of trespassing 
upon the ground of the Grouse Creek Bed 
Rock Flume Co. The foremau was sentenced 
to one month's Imprisonment, Sanderson and 
Cameron two weeks' imprisonment, and 
Walker, who was not proved to be a mem- 
ber. '>f tho company, hut only a hired baud, 
one week. It appears to be the impression 
that these men were not aware of tho real 
position of affairs, and that the eeutenco is, 
under tho circumstances, unduly severe.

A doep gloom Bottled on tho coun- 
tenances of miners, traders, and tho 
inhabitants generally, iu [and uroutid 
Bnrkcrvillo, on Friday afternoon, by 
tho report that tho Bod Rouk Drain 
had caved in tho rear of tho town. 
Many rushed to tho neono, which cor. 
tainly prosonlcd anything hut. a pleas- 
ing aspect. Tho crock, which had 
swollen to Ibo dimonfions of a small 
rivor, in consoquonco of tho bcavy- 
tiiin that fell during tho provions 
night and that day, hud burst, through 
tho ilurao in which it was conducted, 
over very bad ground in tho Welsh 
claim, and tho result wes an oxtensivo 
cavo along the lino of tho flame, into 
which tho water and tailing* rushed 
with great velocity, filling up shafts 
and tunnels in a short fitno, and com-* 
pletoly flooding out all tho companies 
on tho oreok that dopondod on tho 
drain. No ono but felt th -t irropar«« 
able damago had boon demo to iho 
dra!n, and that mining on tho lower 
portion of the crook had ceased for 
tho Heason, bat thanks to good lack, 
tho dreadful calamity w-.'B averted. 
The tailings and sediment, having very 
scon filled up tho openings cuused by 
tho cavo, and the ruin abating towards 
night, tho water was turned back to 
its old channol, wlioro it now runs.
